Finance Minister Tlgael Hurvitz 
warned yesterday that if the 
government, employers and the 
Histadrut fail to wrap up the 
proposed package deal soon, the 
government would continue its 
policy. of allowing the prices of fuel, 
fodder and other commodities un- 
der its control to go up. 

The warning was Issued at a 
meeting yesterday between 
himself.

package plan. Gafny last month 
came out with his proposal for a 
wage- tax-price freeze to check the 
galloping inflation. 


At yesterday’s meeting it was 
decided that the Histadrut and the 
employers would spell out within a 
week their terms for agreeing to the 
package. Ibis followed their failure 
yesterday to bridge their 
differences on implementation of 
Gafny's plan. 

Gafny yesterday held out the 
hope of reducing inflation by a third 
within several months if his plan is 
adopted.

Charges nearly ready 
in Ahuhatzeira affair

Five charges of bribery and fraud 
involving Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Ahuhatzeira are 
expected to be completed by the; 
end of this week, sources close to 
the . Investigation revealed yester- 
day. ' 


The source added that aside from 
states witness Tlsrael Gottlieb, 
another 10 witnesses have already 
submitted statements in the case to 
police investigators. 

At a meeting last night at the 
home of Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir, the head of the police fraud 
division, Tat-Nitzav Binyamin 
Siegel, brought Zamir and his 
senior aides up to date on progress 
In the investigation. 

Zamir, who had cut short a vaca- 
tion to deal with the cas£; con- 
firmed the status of states witness 
for Bnei Brak acting mayor Y Israel 
Gottlieb, thus guaranteeing him im- 
munity from prosecution In the 
case. 

Police sources said Gottlieb had 
been questioned lor the past four 
weeks by Slegei, but only on Mon- 
day did Gottlieb agree to sign a 
detailed deposition. Gottlieb 
reportedly contends that he 
transferred millions of shekels of 
ministry funds slated for Bnei Brak 
yeshivot back to Abuhatzeira, at 
the latter's request 


Gottlieb allegedly gave the 
minister false receipts for the 
funds. The receipts reportedly were 
marked with forged rubber 
stamps of ‘ various religious in- 
stitutions. 

A senior police source said last 
night that Yehoshua Klatcbin, 
ministry accountant is to be a 
prime witness against Abuhatzeira. 
It Is suspected that Klatchln was

privy to the irregular transfer of 
millions of shekels to bank accounts 
for religious Institutions. Some of 
these institutions are alleged to be 
non-existent. The transfers are 


alleged to have been done on the' 
written or verbal instructions of the 
minister. 

Klatchln maintains that he wrote 
a letter to Abuhatzeira protesting 
irregularities in procedures for 
allocating ministry funds. 

Police are Investigating financial 
practices in the ministry over the 
past three years, from the time 
Abuhatzeira took office. The most 
recent incident which the police are 
examining concerns the alleged 
allocation of 1350,000 on May 20, 
1980, to a non-existent yeshlva in 
the centre of the country. 

The police are also said to have 
obtained evidence that the brothers 
Shmuel and Latlf Hugl gave 
Abuhatzeira floor tiles at cost price, 
when the minister was mayor of 
Ramie, presumably In return for 
expediting business licences. 

Abuhatzeira is alleged to have 
visited a new discotheque owned by 
the brothers and to have expressed 
admiration for their flooring 
materials. A few days later, a ship- 
ment of similar tiles was delivered 
to Ahuhatzeira’s home and im- 
mediately installed, the police have 
been told. 

In Tel Aviv District Court yester- 
day, Shmuel Hugl appealed the 10- 
day remand ordered by the Tel 
Aviv magistrate's court last Friday 
on suspicion of evading VAT. The 
judge shortened the remand to 
seven days, after determining that . 
it was unclear whether the. 
“bargain price” of the floor tiles 
constituted an act of bribery.

Other provisions in Gafny's plan: 

• Workers would waive the 
agreed-upon 7.5 per cent wage rise 
— but this loss would be offset by 
the drop in Inflation. 

• The government would abolish 
certain tax benefits, such as stock 
relief, to the tune of ISl.5 million a 
year, but would not touch tax relief 
affecting the real income of wage 
earners. 

• The current credit squeeze will 
continue, as will government 
budgetary restraints. 

According to Gafny, all these 
measures will reduce unemploy- 
ment, stimulate renewed economic 
growth, and reduce inflation from 
125 per cent a year to 80 per cent.

Abuhatzeira feted at Ramie benefit

The ministerhimself did not refer 
directly to the case, but said he 
hoped "we will ail merit good times 
and happy hours.” 


Labour furore over deal with Dahaf 


Post Political Correspondent 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres, overriding strong objections 
in the party, has personally 
authorized a deal with Dahaf adver- 
tising agency, according to which it 
will undertake about a third of 
Labour’s election campaign. 

Dahaf's Eiiezer Zurabin, who ran 
the Likud's 1977 campaign, will 
share the running of Labour's 1981 
election campaign with Arlell and 
Sons and Bing-Linial. 

The deal between Peres and 
Zurabin has already evoked ex- 
plosive reaction throughout the 
Labour Party. One of the Rabln- 
camp leaders. Kibbutz Hameuhad 
Secretary Ya'acov Tsur, has asked 
for the issue to be clarified at 


tomorrow's party leadership 
meeting. He claims Peres and MK 
Haim Bar-Lev committed 
themselves not to engage in any 
such deals before formal decisions 
about the election campaign ap- 
paratus and its composition are 
made. 

Peres' antagonists in the party 
are alleging his deal with Zurabin is 
part of a broader understanding 
with Weizman for eventual 
collaboration In any government 
that would arise after the elections. 

Some Labour sources claim 
Zurabin's agreeing to split up the 
account, contrary to bis customary 
business practice, indicates be is 
also preparing to launch an election 
campaign for a new centre party 
led by Ezer Weizman. 


Ranks boost profit on currency deals 


Hie country's commercial banks 
yesterday increased their profits on 
foreign currency transactions by 
instituting a 0.5 per cent fee for 
every transaction and increasing 
the differentiation between buying 
and selling rates. 


The governor of the Bank of 
Israel, Arnon Gafny, who has in the 
past encouraged more competition 
between the banks in order to com- 
bat cartel-like behaviour on their 
part, confirmed the new fee. It was 
applied previously only for transac- 


tions of over $ 1 , 000 . 

The banks maintain that the new 
'fee and exchange- rates are coma 
pensation _ for the cancellation of 
“credit days.” whereby a client's 
account was only credited two days 
after a transaction. Credit days 
were stopped at the end of August 
at the behest of the Bank of Israel, 
which wanted the public to know 
the effective interest rate. 

The difference between buying 
and selling rates now can reach 3 
per cent for banknotes and 1 per 
cent for transfers and cheques. 


Deported mayors’ papers reburied 


Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
Military government officials 
yesterday returned the affidavits 
and powers of attorney prepared 
for the former mayors of Hebron 
and Halhoul by their attorney, to a 
Hebron town councillor who is due 
to take them to Amman today. 

The documents were seized at the 
Allen by Bridge on Sunday. They 
were returned after attorney 
Felicia Langer protested that the 
military government was. In effect. 


preventing her from contacting her 
clients. 

Last month the High Court of 
Justice ruled that the two men, 
Fahd Kawasme of Hebron and 
Mohammed Milhem of Halhoul, 
could appeal to a special military 
advisory board to have their depor-.

Farmer’s home is his castle, 
but the rest of his land...

The land on which a moshav 
member's house is built will be 
registered In his name, while his 
other plots, designated for farming 
purposes, will be registered in the 
name of his moshav In a contrac- 
tual arrangement to safeguard the 
individual member's rights. 

This was decided yesterday by 
the Israel Lands Administration ex- 
ecutive under the chairmanship of 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon. 
The decision is aimed, administra- 
tion officials said, at enabling the 
mosbavim to g row certain crops 
collectively and introduce more 
mechanization without being 
stymied by a few recalcitrant In-' 
dividual smallholders who won't 
cooperate with their neighbours. 

Only the plot of land containing 
the moshavnlk’s house (called plot 
"A") will constitute his "castle” 
and remain untouchable. 

The decision was received yester- 
day with mixed reactions. The 
secretary of the private Farmers' 
Union. Emanuel Friedlander, told

The Jerusalem Post that such a 
decision should be left to the discre- 
tion of each individual moshav. He 
added that yesterday's decision by 
the administration was in any case 
"theoretical and technical.” 

Before each homestead can be 
registered in Its owner's name in 
the land registry office (tabu), he 
said, it must first be carefully sur- 
veyed. And there are simply not 
enough surveyors to complete the 
gigantic task of surveying every In- 
dividual moshav homestead in the 

country. 

Some moshavim, such as the 
veteran Beer Tuviya. in the south, 
decided several years ago on their 
own accord to transfer "B” and 
“C" (agricultural) plots to the 
name of the agricultural 
cooperative, while the individual 
moshavnik continues to work these 
lands on a sub-contracting basis. 

One Beer Tuviya farmer said that 
under the new ruling "S" and "C” 
plots will remain agricultural land. 
"But If they were registered in the 
name of the individual member, 
nobody could stop him from 
building a swimming pool or casino 
there." 

The country's moshavim and kib- 
butzim are all registered as 
agricultural cooperatives, but the 
new regulations apply only to 
moshavim, since the kibbutz’s 
means of production. Including 
land, are "owned” and worked 
collectively. In the case of 
moshavim, the land, which legally 
remains state-owned, is leased to 
the Individual member for 99 years 
and is transferable to his heirs.

A senior Israeli negotiator ex- 
plained last night that what Israel 
was offering was a series of 
assurances and "clarifications" 
designed to present Its positions on 
key issues as open to negotiation. 
Linowitz also bears with him 
earnest and forceful protestations 
by Begin and the negotiators of 
their desire to press ahead with the 
peace process and their sincerity In 
seeking a Palestinian autonomy. 

In addition — and some of this 
will perhaps not be spelled out — 
there are apparently to be Israeli 
acts and omissions that will meet at 
least some of Sadat's Immediate 
concerns. Significantly, for In- 
stance, Begin seemed vague and 
evasive when asked about whether 
and when he would move his office 
to East Jerusalem. He said file Issue 
would have to come before the 
cabinet, but did not say when. In the 
cabinet there is known to be an im- 
portant and growing body of opi- 
nion which does not favour the 
proposed move at this time. 

Linowitz, in a meeting yesterday 
with the autonomy negotiating 
team, showed keen Interest in 
Begin’s past public statements that 
only 10 more settlements were 
planned for the West Bank (six of 
these have already been approved). 
Conceivably this could be used — if 
Sadat so wishes — to take the sting 
out of th-e vexed issue of 
settlements. 


But the key, according to Israeli 
negotiators, still remains Sadat’s 
readiness or refusal to re-launch 
the stalled negotiations. Despite 
Linowitz' s relative optimism, some 
of the Israeli team still assessed 
last night that the Egyptian leader 
Is simply not Interested in resuming 
the talks now. He has resolved to 
.wait until after the American 
presidential election, these Israeli 
negotiators said, anticipating 
greater pressure on Israel — par- 
ticularly if President Jimmy Carter 
is re-elected.

The arrest of two Jerusalem un- 
derworld figures suspected of plot- 
ting to assassinate a third may be 
the first substantial lead in the 
police investigation of a grisly dou- 
ble underworld slaying discovered 
In late July. 

A Jerusalem police source 
yesterday would confirm only that 
an investigation into a planned 
bombing attack on a known drug 
dealer in the capital “could give 
new impetus'' into the investigation 
of the murders of Amos Orion and 
Azar Cohen. The bodies of those two 
men, both recently .released from 
jail, were discovered burled In sand 
dunes near Ashdod In late July. 


According to reporta, an in- 
vestigation into a planned drug deal 
in the capital led police to the 
assassination plot.

‘Bloody Brigitta’ 
identified by 
Tel Aviv woman 

DUESSELDORF. West Germany 
(UPI). — A Tci Aviv woman yester- 
day identified one of the defendants 
in one of West Germany's longest 
war-crimes trials as the torturer 
nicknamed "Bloody Brigitta" by 
inmAtes of the Nazi death camp at 
Maidanek in Poland, 

Stretching her arm out at full 
length, 65-year-old Sarah Hecht 
pointed to former camp guard 
Hildcgard Laechert and said, 
"That is Brigitta, the eyes, the 
nose, the mouth." 

Her gesture confirmed the 
testimony of dozens of more than 
300 witnesses heard in nearly five 
years of court proceedings that 
Laechert was dubbed "Bloody 
Brigitta" for the gruesome tortures 
she is alleged to have practised on 
thousands of Jews In the Maidanek 
camp from 1942 to 1944. 

The woman guard set her dog on 
.defenceless women who died a few 
days afterwards of the bites and 
scratches inflicted by the animal, 
Hecht testified. 

She also was among the guards 
.most active in selecting victims for 
the . gas -chambers, Hecht said, and 
whipped young children, shouting, 
"Quickly, quickly, quickly," to 
goad them to their death. 

Between 1941 and 1944. some 250.- 
'000 prisoners, mostly Jews, died at 
Maidanek. 

The Maidanek Trial, as it is 
.known In West Germany, began 
; almost five years ago. Nine of an 
^original 13 defendants are on trial 
■for murder and assisting the 
murder of Jews In the camp. 

Among the defendants is Mrs. 
Hermine Braunstelcer Ryan, an 
(Austrian woman who married a 
New York construction worker and 
was extradited to West Germany 
; ,for the trial.

Hurvitz willing to ‘study’ 
financing for local authorities

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
Raid yesterday he was ready to ex- 
amine whether the Treasury should 
directly cover all the outlay of the 
local authorities on services which 
they arc legally obliged to supply, 
such as education and welfare. 

"Then the local authorities can 
use the remaining rates and 
transfers they manage t'o get to pay 
for their other services as best they 
can," the finance minister told the 
Knesset Interior Committee. 

Having dropped this bombshell in 
a characteristic burst of anger after 
noisy criticism of him by all the 
committee members, and after 
sharp reproaches by Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg. Hurvitz ‘said: 
"I told you I would study the idea •— 
that's all." 

In the local authorities* worst 
financial crisis for years, the com- 
mittee yesterday turned down Hur- 
vitz's request to appeal to the local 
authorities to call off their shut- 
down of services slated for October 
0. 

Interior Committee chairman 
Shlomo Hillel said the Treasury 
was actively helping Israel’s banks 
get richer from more loans which 
the local authorities were compell- 
ed to take, because the Treasury 
has held back on funds it owed them , 
for statutory services. i 

Hillel said this was one more case 
of the Treasury accelerating the 
rate of inflation. 

When Hurvitz interrupted to say 
that some local authorities were 
squandering money, Hillel replied 
that the solution was to crack down 
on the errant authorities, and not to 
compel all of them to pay the banks' 
cut-throat interest rates. 

Hurvitz, apparently overwhelm- 
ed by the barrage of blame from all 
the members, said he realized the 
local authorities' plight was grave, 
and he agreed that It should be ex- 
amined. 

"How long have you been ex- 
amining it already?" came back a 


chorus from several committee 
members. 

Burg said that the minister and 
his senior officials showed a lamen- 
table ignorance of the financial 
situation in the local authorities and 
pt the Treasury’s commitments.. 

Burg said that whatever cuts the 
local authorities might make In 
other services, the Treasury had no 
right to stop funds for education 
and welfare while blithely advising 
belt-tightening programmes. 

Union of -Local Authorities 
sources said yesterday that Hurvitz 
had actually promised nothing, 
since he believes that the govern- 
ment is already 'paying for all state 
services. "He thinks he'll gain from 
this decision, without realizing that 
he will have to pay out much, much 
more." the sources said. 

The sources said that 75 per cent 
of the local authorities' expenses 
consisted of state services, for 
which the government has delayed 
funds.

Israeli eggs land Egyptian in jail 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
CAIRO. — Egypt's minister of 
supply last month confiscated and 
auctioned off more than 20,000,000 
Israeli eggs because an Egyptian 
wholesaler was selling them above 
the official price. 

The eggs were exported by Altra 
Trading Corporation, a subsidiary 
of the Koor conglomerate, and sold 
to Sha’aban Ganzourl, a 
businessman from Tanta in the Nile 
Delta. He paid between 35 and 40 
Egyptian millemes (2.89 new 
agorot to 3.3 new agorot based on 
the exchange rate of the Egyptian 
(pound vis-a-vis the dollar) each. 

Ganzouri is now being held pen- 
ding investigation of charges that 
.he sold the eggs for 90 millemes (7.4 
new agorot), making a gross profit 
of more than 3700,000. 

The Incident was referred to in 
.President Anwar Sadat's announce- 
ment banning the sale or slaughter 
'of beef and mutton during- 


September in a bid to control 
prices. 

The 10,000.000 eggs were Altra's 
first and only shipment of eggs to 
.Egypt. The company also exports 
other farm produce and 
agricultural machinery to Egypt. 

Butchers' shops and slaughter 
houses closed down yesterday and 
millions of Egyptians began a 
month of virtually vegeterian liv- 
ing. 

The last remaining supplies of 
fresh meat were snapped up by ear- 
ly morning shoppers. The Ministry 
of Supply said that even imported 
meat was being withdrawn from 
the market and as of today it would 
be illegal to sell beef, lamb or pork 
of any kind, even tins of corned 
beef. 

Chicken and fish have escaped 
the presidential ban and in one 
Cairo shop chicken prices rose 30 
per cent overnight.

Spanish general killed 
in apparent revenge act

BARCELONA (Rciiter). - 
Gunmen believed to be leftist urban 
terrorists yesterday killed an army 
general in Barcelona as Spain's 
provincial governors met in Madrid 
to review steps against violence. 

Police said three men drove a 
stolen taxi alongside the general’s 
car in a busy street during the mor- 
ning rush hour, fired several sub- 
machincgun rounds and fled. 

Brigadier-General Enrique Bris 
Armcngol. 64. chief of Barcelona’s 
service corps, died instantly. His 
military driver and bodyguard, 
both 19. were seriously wounded. 

Police said spent ammunition 
found at the scene pointed to the 
shadowy terrorist group GRAFO 
(First of October Anti-Fascist 
Resistance Groups). 

They said the shooting might 
hAve been carried out to avenge the 
death in a Madrid police ambush 
last Friday of Abelardo Collazo 
Araujo, a GRAPO leader. 

Collazo, who tunnelled out of jail 


eight months ago, was believed to 
hsive been involved In the wounding* 
of another army general in Madrid 
hist July. The general's bodyguard 
died in that attack. 

The Barcelona attack coincided 
with a meeting of Spain’s provincial 
civil governors In Madrid, which 
focused on law and order after 
month-long protests by Jobless 
peasants in southern Spain and con- 
tinuing violence in the Basque coun- 
try. 

Police yesterday also set up 
roadblocks around the northern 
town of Pamplona. In N avar re 
province, and patrolled the streets 
In armoured cars, fearing violent 
clashes between rival 
demonstrators last night. 

Navarre, a mixed province, has 
become the focus of Basque agita- 
tion. Basque separatists launched a 
beach bombing campaign last June 
partly to try to force the govern- 
ment to set a date for a referendum 
on autonomy in Navarre, and has 
threatened further violence.

China pushes income tax law, 
japs legal age of marriage 


PEKING. — A draft law, in- 
troducing personal income tax for 
the first time, was presented to 
•China’s parliament yesterday, but 
few Chinese may have to pay it. 

* The bill, which also proposed a 
’tax rate of 33 per cent on profits 
•from joint ventures with Chinese 
'and foreign investment, was 
presented to the National People’s 
[Congress (NFC) by Peng Zhen, 1 
i Vice Chairman of the NPC standing 
{committee. 

Peng said that income tax would 
be levied on Chinese or foreigners 
whose monthly salary exceeded 800 
'yuan (S540). There would be seven 
grades of taxation ranging from 5 to 
45 per cent. 

Few Chinese officials earn more 
than 800 yuan. 

I The NPC also passed a new 
marriage law that raises the legal 
,age for marriage and makes birth 
control for newlyweds compulsory 
in the first year of marriage, in an 
attempt to add legal muscle to 
China's campaign to curb popula- 
tion growth. _ 

The new provisions raised the 
legal marriageable age for men 
from 20 to 22 and for women from 18 
to 20. 

Official figures put China's pop- 


ulation at slightly below one billion, 
although U.S. experts say it is 
higher. 

The Chinese have been unable to> 
bring population growth down to an! 
intended l per cent annual -rate of 
increase and have already in- 
troduced even sterner “unofficial" 
measures to discourage young 
marriages and halt a baby boom. 

Most Chinese men are 
"‘discouraged” from getting 
. married until they are at least 26 
and women at least 24. Couples 
must often wait several more years 
before they are provided with hous- 
ing. If they have more than one 
child, government benefits are 
reduced or halted entirely and 
couples are progressively penalized 
■financially with every child they 
have. 

Earlier, the Congress approved 
an austerity budget for 1980 and the 
military establishment reluctantly 
'endorsed defence spending cuts 
that will put a brake on develop- 
ment plans for the world's largest 
army. 

. Parliament formally adopted 
-economic policies for the next two 
years and approved a 1980 budget 
totalling $70.6 billion. $2.7 billion 
.less than 1979. (Reuter, UPI)

Soviet defence chief blasts U.S. 
for using ‘atomic blackmail’ 


MOSCOW (AF). — Soviet .Defence 
Minister Dmitri Ustinov charged 
yesterday that the U.S. has resum- 
ed using “atomic blackmail'' and is 
striving to change the world 
strategic balance through arms 
build-ups and propaganda. 

In a newspaper article marking 
the 35th anniversary of the end of 
World War II, tbe minister also 
struck out at China and renewed 
Moscow's call for a friendship trea- 
ty with Japan. 

On U.S.-Solvlet relations, Ustinov 
claimed that "Just as In the first 
post-war y ears r the United States is 
using atomic blackmail once again. 

“The so-called new nuclear 
strategy recently adopted by 
Washington strengthens the danger 
of a general nuclear conflict and 
leads to a further escalation of the 


arms race,” said the article, 
published yesterday in the Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda. 

The new U.S. policy provides for 
limited American nuclear strikes 
against Soviet military. Industrial 
and leadership targets In time of 
war, rather than all-out attacks on 
Soviet cities. Soviet authorities 
have claimed that any qoncept of 
limited nuclear war is a dangerous 
attempt to make the Idea of atomic 
conflict more acceptable. 

, Ustinov also repeated the Soviet 
claim that it was Moscow's entry, 
into the Pacific war, rather than 
U.S. atomic bombs, that brought 
Japan's surrender In World War II. 

He said the atomic strikes had 
strategic necessity and were 


only an act of vandalism designed to 
Intimidate other countries." 


Ethiopia charges 
U.S.-Somali pact 
is war alliance 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter) . — A com- 
mission responsible for organizing 
• an Ethiopian workers party has 
said the military agreement 
between the U.S. and Somalia 
.amounted to a declaration of war on 
Ethiopia. 

A statement Monday night said 
the central committee of the com- 
mission (COPWE) will hold an 
'emergency meeting today to dis-

* A COPWE spokesman said the 
agreement posed a serious threat to 
the very existence of Ethiopia, ad- 
ding, "This amounts to a declara- 
tion of war on Ethiopia." 

The U.S. had announced it will 
-give Somalia $40m. worth of arms 
■credits as part payment for using 
military facilities there. 


Liberian ruler 
says executions 
will continue 


MONROVIA (Reuter). — Liberia’s 
military ruler. Master Sergeant 
Samuel Doe, announced yesterday 
his government would resume ex- 
ecutions of people he described as 
enemies of the Liberian people. 

Doe, who has just returned from 
a state visit to Ethiopia, told a rally 
in the south of the country that "any 
anti -revolutionary element caught 
undermining the progress of the 
Liberian revolution will be im- 
mediately executed." 

The Liberian ruler and about 20 
other non-commissioned officers 
and men seized power last April 12. 
President William Tolbert and 13 
senior officials were assassinated 
during and immediately after the 
coup. 

Doe did not say exactly whom he 
considered enemies of the state.

Turkish violence 
claims 20 lives 


ISTANBUL ( AP) . — At least 20 peo- 
ple were killed during a 24-hour 
period in armed assaults and, 
kidnap-miirders attributed to ex- 
tremist elements, Turkish police 
reported yesterday. 

On Monday, two gunmen burst 
into a store In an Istanbul suburb 
and shot dead a primary 
schoolteacher, police reported. 

In a similar attack, a worker 
known to hold right-wing views died 
in a hail of bullets in a low Income 
sector of the city. 

Police said that the "Turkish 
Peoples Liberation Party-Front,” a 
well-known terror group, claimed 
responsibility for this death and 
also for kidnapping and killing a 19- 
year-old right-wing university stu- 
dent. 

Political terrorism has taken 
about 2,000 lives since conservative 
Premier Suleyman Demirei’s 
minority government came to 
power 10 months ago. 


S. Korea’s new 
president names

SEOUL (Reuter). — President 
Chun Doo Hwan yesterday ap- 
i pointed a former deputy prime 
minister, Nam Duck Woo as the 
country's new premier, the govern- 
ment announced yesterday,-. . 


Nam, an American-educated 
economist, who was both deputy 
premier and economic planning 
minister between 1974 and 1978, la 
largely credited with helping South 
Korea's rapid economic growth in 
the late 1970s. 


His appointment is believed aim- 
ed at helping boost South Korea's 
sagging economy. 


Seven out of the outgoing 20-man 
cabinet retained their jobs. 

Park Choong Hoon, who had been 
prime minister since last May, 
resigned with his cabinet earlier 
yesterday to enable the president to 
form a new cabinet following his in- 
auguration on Monday.

The seven men — described as 
bodyguards of Tekere — were freed 
after the high court heard a special 
application for ball on Monday, the 
newspaper said.

(Patriotic Front) party, was releas- 
ed on $82,000 bail last month. 

The eight men are Jointly charg- 
ed with the murder of 69-year-old 
white farmer, Gerald Adams, who 
allegedly was shot dead on the farm 
he managed near Salisbury on 
August 4.

IMPROVISATION Is ioday rarely 
heard in concert halls and is limited 
mostly to jazz. Improvisation of 


-classical music Is actually a dying 
art, neither encouraged nor taught 
in schools of music- Yitzhak 
Steiner's evening of improvisation 
“From Baroque to Jazz" therefore 
aroused great interest. It did not 
take long for us to conclude that 
Steiner has a gift for improvisation 
and that his Inventive power was 
truly impressive. His festive open- 
ing, a Gabrieli-like late 
Renaissance work, was followed by 
a Prelude and Fugue, In the style of 
Bach, on a self- invented theme. 
This was most enjoyable, and the 
fugue especially deserved full 
praise for Its perfect form. 

Most of the other pieces were bas- 
ed on melodies suggested by the 
audience. A modal Israeli song was 
turned into excellent Mozart, 
Yonatan HaKatan into a dramatic 
and powerful Beethoven movement 
recalling the Fifth, the Apassionata 
and the Ninth, The main theme 
from Tchaikovsky's “Swan Lake’ 
was clad in~ beautiful and original- 
sounding Impressionistic har- 
monies. Less impressive was a 
romantic item. Steiner started in 
the manner of Wagner in Tristan 
but soon turned to Chopin and final- 
ly to Liszt. The Liszt section, 
however, was immensely im- 
pressive. A ragtime piece was ex- 
cellent and so was a long jazz Im- 
provisation based on the opening 
theme from Gershwin's Rhapsody 
in Blue. Jazz seems to be Steiner’s 
forte. 

Missing was something truly con- 
temporary. but what most seriously 
impaired Steiner's performance 
was the low level of his pianisfic ex- 
ecution. It was. of course, not a 
question of polish. Nobody expects 
technical accomplishment in im- 
provisation. But there was a distur- 
bing lack of musical Interpretation. 
This is no less important than 
thematic and harmonic invention. 
When Steiner Improvises, he seems 
simply to ignore the basic laws of 
beautiful piano playing.

FORMER foreign minister Moahe 
Dayan told an elite gathering at a 
forum In Austria at the weekend 
that Israel should divest Itself of 
most of the West Bank and Gaza 
since It was not in Israel's Interests 
to occupy or annex them. 

Addressing 200 European 
scholars, businessmen and political 
leaders attending the Alpbacb Euro- 
pean Forum, he said that the time 
had come for ail parties to the con- 
flict — except the PLO — to sit down 
and negotiate a settlement. He saw 
no reason why the future of Blast 
Jerusalem could not be taken up in 
negotiations notwithstanding his 
belief that it should remain under 
Israeli jurisdiction. 

His audience In the Tyrolean Alps 
heard Dayan mince no words in giv- 
ing short shrift to the current Euro- 
pean Mid east diplomatic initiative. 
The Venice Declaration of the Nine, 
which calls for self-determination 
for the Palestinians and would have 
the PLO associated with future 
peace talks, was a special target of 
Dayan's Ire. 

If Israel were obliged under a 
general settlement to return to the 
p re- 1967 borders, thereby making it 
militarily vulnerable, no European 
country would come to its 
assistance id the event of a crisis. 
Israel, in any event, had no faith In 
international guarantees. In 1973, 
Dayan reminded his listeners, 
Europe turned its back on Israel in 
its moment of peril by refusing to 
allow Anferican transport planes 
carrying vital supplies to refuel on 
their territory. 


OCCUPATION NOT IN 
ISRAEL’S INTEREST

Israel should not enter into 
negotiations with the PLO or permit 
the establishment of an independent 
Palestinian state. Such a state, the 
former defence and foreign 
minister warned, would constitute 
“the first stage" of a PLO strategy 
whose ultimate aim is the destruc- 
tion of the Jewish State. 

In calling for a return of 
Palestinians to their homeland, 
Yasser Arafat la asking for no less 
than a return of Palestinians to that 
part of Palestine that ia Israel. Such 
an attempt to turn back the clock of 
history would be as futile as for the 
Jews of Iraq or Syria to go back to 
their one-time homeland. 

Shrugging off criticism over East 
Jerusalem, Dayan said that 
Western European countries had lit- 
tle ground for complaining about 
the recently enacted law making 
Jerusalem the eternal and un- 
divided capital of the country. 
These countries, except for Holland, 
had never acknowledged West 
Jerusalem as the capital even 
though it was within Israel’s 
generally recognized p re-1967 boun- 


daries. 

The participants In the Alpbach 
forum extended a friendly but not 
uncritical reception to the general. 
Founded in the summer of 1045. just 
after the war, the Alpbach Euro- 
pean Forum la an Important event 
in Austria, which manages each 
year to attract prominent persons 
from the different professions, in- 
tellectual disciplines and the arts 
with the Idea of promoting a better 
understanding of social, political, 
economic and cultural trends. 

LATER, at a press conference, 
Dayan said he opposed annexation 
of the Golan Heights, which could 
only serve to complicate the 
already difficult political situation. 
He was also against moving the 
Prime Minister's Office to East 
Jerusalem; it remained to be seen 
whether the move would be ap- 
proved by the cabinet. When a 
similar proposal came up two years 
ago. Dayan revealed, it faded to 
muster a majority. 

In regard to the Jerusalem Law, 
that had been widely condemned 


abroad, Israel, notwithstanding 
American political pressure, would 
not go back on this decision. The 
legislation, he predicted, will re- 
main on the books even if a Labour 
government were elected to office. ' 
The Labourites, Dayan noted, sup- 
ported the bid as well. 

Dayan warned that if Israel im- 
posed its rule on one and a quarter 
million Arabs in the conqered 
territories, it would, after a while, 
“no longer be a Jewish or a. 
democratic state." 

In the light of the present, 
stalemated talks with Egypt, he 
suggested that Israel nnllaterally 
implement the autonomy provisions 
of the Camp David agreement. 
Under the plan, Jerusalem would 
give up military rule in the West 
Bank and in Gaza, and the 
Palestinians would assume control 
over their own internal affairs. The 
Israeli military forces would 
retire to. defensive positions In the 
Jordanian hills to protect Israel 
from any possible Arab attack. 

In the event the newly 
autonomous Palestinian entity 
declared Us Independence under 
PLO leadership, Israel, Dayan 
stated, would have no other choice 
but to prevent this from happening. 
He felt confident, however, that 
given the choice between continued 
Israeli military rule and limited 
autonomy, the Palestinians would 
opt for the latter. 

As for his own future, Dayan aaid 
his political career was over, par- 
ticularly since he had burned his 
bridges to the Labour Party.

TEL AVIV. - The ascendancy of 
mutual funds to the point where 
they constitute a leading force on 
- the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, has 
taken plncc nearly overnight. Since 
the beginning of July five new 
funds, each managed by one of the 
country's banking Institutions, 
have issued units whose total value 
is estimated today to stand at some 
IS2.5b. 

Within two months these mutual 
. funds have brought up the total 
value of mutual fund shares In the 
hands of the public to a level of 
'about ISlOb. By comparison, the 
total value of mutual funds at the 
end of 1979 stood at lS4.3b. 

Mutual funds have many advan- 
tages. the biggest being that the 
unit holder immediately obtains 
broad diversification, one of the key 
■ principles of sound investing. While 
this la no guarantee against loss. It 
neverthless helps to reduce risks. 

Another aspect of mutual fund In- 
vesting la full-time professional 
management. Yet another impor- 
tant aspect Is marketability. 
Mutual funds agree to redeem 
their units on request, though under 
special situations this may be 
delayed by about three days. 

Israeli mutual funds, similar to 
their overseas counterparts, invest 
their capital along predetermined 
policies. Some funds specialize in 
foreign currency securities, others 
iin Index-linked bonds or shares, and 
still others In varying combinations 
of each of the above. An Investor 
.may thus choose along the lines 
wnich suit him best, and In keeping 
with his belief that a particular type 
of Investment will out-perform 
another. 

Traditionally the investor paid a 2 
per cent premium in addition to a % 
per cent management fee. The 
most recently Issued funds do not 
have the traditional two prices, 
namely the purchase price and the

redemption price; the redemption 
price being 2 per cent less than the 
purchase price. If an Investor sold 
two weeks after purchasing a 
mutual fund share, he would be 
penalized by the 2 per cent differen- 
tial. 

The new funds have one price, 
which is both the purchase and the 
redemption price,' and once a year a 
fee Is charged. These mutual funds 
are essentially In the nature of 
current bank accounts. But they 
differ in that, if a fund rises In 
value, it Is as if it were an Interest- 
bearing current account. 

Amitzur Shlashy Is the managing 
director of the United Mizrahi Bank 
Investment Company, which 
manages some 7 per cent of Israel's 
mutual funds. He also serves as 
general manager of Fama 
Investments, a company controlled 
■by the United Mizrahi Bank, whose 
shares are traded on the Tel Aviv 
'Stock Exchange. 

He explained to The Jerusalem 
Post some of the Ins-and-outs of 
mutual fund management. 
Overseeing all activities Is a 
management committee consisting 
of the UMB deputy general 
manager, Shlasky and his assis- 
tant, the head of the bank's 
securities department, and the 
bank's general manager. 

The management committee 
meets once a week, or more, if 


necessary, and decides on fun- 
damental policy. On a day-to-day 
basis Shlasky and his assistant 
meet every morning and discuss 
their Investment policy and what, if 
any, steps are to be taken when the 
exchange opens for trading. At the 
end of the day the two confer again 
and summarize the day's activities. 
"They also go over such vital 
statistics as the number of new 
purchases and redemptions 
registered on that day. 

On August 12 the 10th mutual fund 
was launched. “The initial sub- 
scription for Sapir was IS 180m,” 
recalls Shlasky. In less than three 
weeks the price of the fund stands 
now at 1,0587. “Historically a new 
mutual fund la some 80 per cent 
'marketed through the branches of 
It’s own bank, the balance being 
sold through other banks. In the 
case of Sapir we sold only 50 per 
.cent, with the balance sold by other 


.banks.’* Shlasky said. 

• Saplr’s ' investment policy, ap- 
parently a very cautious one, Is 
J responsible for the fund's growth 
during a period when market con- 
idltlons have been poor and the 
General Share Index has been 
on the decline. “We hold only 
some 17 per cent of our total as- 
sets In shares.” explained Shlasky. 

Of the xdne other mutual funds under 
Shlasky 's- management, Hslamlah is 
ideally suited for pensi on ers or others 
who require a steady income. 
Halamish pays one per cent of the 
value of a unit to Us owner every 
month. 

A unique fund, not only in Israel 
ibut anywhere In the world, is 
Mlsksha. It was founded to satisfy 
the needs of an ultra-orthodox 
group of Jews, who insisted that the 
fund not, invest In the shares of com- 
panies that desecrate the Sabbath 
or present other haiachlc problems.

SERVING THE beauty needs of 
Israeli women — and men — Is 
big business.

The local firm's products are 
made to the same exacting 
standards as Revlon products 
in the parent firm’s plants 
elsewhere in the world. 

Israeli women apparently are 
taking enthusiastically to the 
"hometown" Revlon goods.

Jackets, pants, overalls, etc., 
for men, women and children, 
In Israel is at the factory. 

As the head of the plant, Noah 
Golan says, “we don't see any 
reason to open a store in the 
centre of town and pay all that 
overhead which forces us to 
jack up prices. Let them come 
here." 

For an extra ten per cent he 
will have the leather garments 
sewed to measure. "For 
Israelis, we generally ask two 
week's leeway until the gar- 
ment is entirely finished; but 
for tourists In a rush, we can do 
it in two days. And for the 
latter, we even pay the taxi fare 
to the factory." 

But more than half his output 
— he specializes in printed 
designs on the leather — is ex- 
ported, with West Germany, 
Switzerland (where he recently 
appointed an agent for all 
Europe), and England, with 
sales even In Spain, Itself a ma- 
jor exporter ofjeatherware.

TIME IS NOT working to Israel’s advantage, is what Sol 
Llnowitz, the U.S. envoy to the autonomy talks, has been telling 
Israelis from Premier Begin down during the past two days. 

Mr. Llnowitz 's assessment will be contested, as usual. The of- 
ficial Israeli position Is, as before, that the resumption of the 
autonomy negotiations is all up to Egypt, which suspended 
them. There are some signs, however, that Mr. Begin may now 
he prepared to consider some of the “confidence-building 
measures” that President Sadat urged on him long ago — such 
as the release of a number of security prisoners from the coun- 
try’s jails. 

Since prisons commissioner Haim Levy has just made the 
same suggestion, for his own reasons, it should not prove im- 
possible to push through. What practical effect this sort of move 
would have at this late date is another question. 

Some of the Impediments to progress on the autonomy that 
have recently piled up will be, to put it mildly, hard to remove. 

But what seems to worry Mr. Llnowitz even more than what 
has been Is what may still he done to stall the negotiations, if not 
to kill them off for good. One such move could be the planned 
shift of the Prime Minister's Office to East Jerusalem. Another, 
the passage of the mooted bill to extend Israel’s sovereignty 
over the Golan Heights. 

Legislation to keep the Golan Heights permanently Israeli is 
very popular with the voters: according to a recent poll, nearly 
75 per cent of them favour it. Their reasons are plain enough. 

The Golan was, before 1967, little but a staging area for Syrian 
aggression against Israel; It Is vital for the country's future 
defence; it Is too small to be readily split in a “territorial com- 
promise" with Syria; under Hafez Assad — or should we now 
say, under Muammar Gaddafi? — Syria is in any case not 
prepared to discuss anything but Israel's total surrender; 
besides, the Golan is now populated by Israelis — and by Druse 
who do not, most of them, wish to come under the rule of 
Damascus again. 

It is a powerful case — for holding on to the Golan until a real 
prospect of peace with Syria arises, and for insisting on a strong 
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ly Is not an argument for outright annexation, and at his time. 

Formal annexation now of an occupied area to which Israel 
can claim neither legal nor historical title would signal a com- 
plete disengagement from Resolution 242, which la the bedrock 
of the Camp David structure. It would end any hope of achieving 
an autonomy agreement — and would threaten the peace treaty 
itself. 

The overall political fallout from such a move could make the 
diplomatic exodus from Jerusalem following the passage of 
Geula Cohen's hill a child’s play by comparison. 

This must be obvious enoughto Mr. Begin. If his ambition goes 
beyond winning a few votes In the next election, his future 
course is well charted. Since Mr. Peres, bucking nationalist 
pressures within the Labour Party, has already made known his 
own opposition to the. Idea of a Golan annexation bill, the 
premier cannot argue that he is being outflanked on the right by 
the left-wing opposition. Let him then, forgoing the demagogic 
argument of Knesset sovereignty, promptly advise his 
parliamentary cohorts that any such hill would be in the 
nation's worst interests. 

He will not thereby solve all of Israel's problems. But he will' 
save the country from a looming disaster. 


Irresponsible insinuation 


ISRAEL’S record of respect for human rights in the ad- 
ministered territories is once again the subject of outside; 
scrutiny. Amnesty International has just put out a report on the j 
matter based on the findings of a mission that visited here in 
June of last year*. 

In it. Amnesty again calls far a “public impartial inquiry” 
into complaints of brutality during the arrest and interrogation 
of persons suspected of having committed terrorist offences. 

Amnesty's motives may in general be assumed to be above 
reproach, but its practices are sometimes highly questionable. A 
self-appointed watchdog of human rights around the world, the 
London-based organization tends to judge all countries by their 
own standards of conduct: as a result, minor violations com- 
mitted in open societies that adhere to the Rule of Law loom 
almost as large as genocidal crimes perpetrated by oppressive, 
totalitarian regimes. 

A country such as Israel is particularly easy game. Here a 
mission despatched by Amnesty enjoys every reasonable facili- 
ty in doing its work. Indeed Amnesty’s report pays handsome 
tribute to Israel's openness as a factor favouring the promotion 
of the organization's aims. 

But the net effect of the report is to throw doubt on the integri- 
ty of Israel’s legal system — and to place Israel in the same boat 
with the moat notorious violators of human rights anywhere. 
This is achieved by closing the eyes to the reality of Israel's 
problem with terrorism, by indiscriminately piling up un- 
verified evidence, and by making molehills into mountains. 

Amnesty published the comments made by Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir on the mission's Interim report, hut took hardly 
any account of them. In the same way it will probably wave 
aside the criticisms by Acting Attorney-General Melr Gabbay of 
the published version. Yet these are surely worthy of some 
attention. 

It is characteristic of Amnesty that it should take credit for 
the fact, that it “condemns assassinations and the taking of 
hostages by anti-governmental forces.” The point about the 
PLO, however, is that it is not merely “anti-governmental" but 
“anti-state”: that Its purpose, repeatedly avowed, is the 
physical extirpation of the State of Israel by unrelenting terror, 
masked as “popular resistance.” The idea of outright politlcide 
is hard for the western liberal mind to digest. 

Nevertheless, this is what the PLO means. for Israel. At the 
very least Amnesty could have focufbsed its inquisitive lens on 
the political background of Israel’s warfare with the PLO, as it 
did in reporting on the situation in Ulster. For some reason it 
chose not to apply that model of inquiry to Israel. 

On the other hand Amnesty Is most diligent in the search for 
evidence that would incriminate the Israeli occupation 
authorities. Thus anonymous allegations of the ill-treatment of 
Arab prisoners are produced, on the veracity of which Amnesty 
declines to pronounce Itself. 

In Amnesty’s eyes this may appear as the epitome of objec- 
tivity. To our mind this is irresponsible insinuation. It will 
'delight only those states that are themselves most impervious to 
Amnesty's pleas. To the Arab dictatorial regimes the implied — 
and seemingly prejudged — indictment of Israel, an wholly un- 
verified charges, will be a special boon. 

This does not mean, however, that Israel Is necessarily 
without fault or above criticism. A commission to examine 
reports of police brutality within Israel did yeoman's work not 
long ago, and a similar panel to investigate conditions In the 
territories, as suggested by Amnesty, would not be out of place. 

The government's persistent refusal to set up such an in- 
vestigating body itself has created a needless issue.

MANY ARGUMENTS are ad- 
vanced for and against an Israeli 
presence in the areas of Judea and 
Samaria. The debate normally 
focuses on the legal, historical, 
religious or security claims affec- 
ting Israel's settlement policies. 
Little, If any, attention is given to 
the broader question of Israel's 
viability and territorial integrity 
and how these factors affect 
American security interests In the 
region. 

The 1949 lines drawn through 
Judea and Samaria were only ar- 
mistice lines. Jordan’s annexation of 
the area and its subsequent loss of it 
In 1987 were the results of Jordan's 
aggression. If, Indeed, much of the 
area is settled only by Arabs, this In 
part stems from the forced expul- 
sion of Jews In the 1948 war. One 
should not Infer a right to Palesti- 
nian self-determination or 
sovereignty on this basis. 

One the security side, the reality 
la that the West Bank la the geo- 
strategic heart of all Western 
Palestine, the territory stretching 
from the Jordan River, to the 
Mediterranean Sea. The greater 
part of Western Palestine Is p re- 
1967 Israel. Without effective con- 
trol of the highlands region, the pop- 
ulation centres of Israel are but a 
splinter 12 kilometres wide with a 
most insecure corridor extending to 
Jerusalem.

THIRTY-FIVE governments are 
preparing hesitantly to re-open an 
East- West dialogue that was almost 
silenced when Soviet troops swept 
into Afghanistan eight months ago. 

Under agreed rules, the European 
security conference, starting in 
Madrid on September 9. will focus 
on European detente and coopera- 
tion. But Western nations have warn- 
ed Moscow they will not allow 
Afghanistan to be brushed aside. 

The Madrid meeting la the latest 
attempt to build a system of secure 
.coexistence on a code of principles 
signed by European. United States 
and Canadian government leaden 
at the first European security con- 
ference in Helsinki In 1975. 

Western diplomats say that, 
because it remains a crucial 
problem straining international 
relations, with deep implications for 
detente, the Soviet Union will be 
pressed heavily on Its Afg h a n istan 
Intervention throughout the Madrid 
discussions. 

In the West's view, the Kremlin 
violated agreed principles of 
territorial integrity, inviolable fron- 
tiers and self-determination when it 
sent up to 100,000 troops into 
Afghanistan. 

Although the U.S. and Its allies 
are ready to talk in Madrid on a 
range of topics affecting Europe, 
they reject Moscow’s contention that 
Afghanistan can be kept separate 
from European detente. 

“The Soviet Union cannot con- 
tinue to act as In recent months and 
expect the Madrid meeting to con- 
firm that business Is as usual .in 
Europe," British Foreign Office 
Minister Peter Blaker told parlia- 
ment in London last month.

CANADIAN VISAS

Sir, — The following points 
appear relevant to the substance of 
Mr. Yigal Yardenl’s complaint 
about our visa procedures (your 
Issue of August 26) : 

Several "free world” countries to 
which large numbers of Israeli 
businessmen and. tourists travel 
require entry visas for Israeli 
citizens. Canada la not unique in 
this respect. 

To simplify procedures for 
.businessmen who travel frequently 
to Canada, we have recently In- 
troduced a one-year multiple entry 
visa. 

The need to retain passports for 
five -working days arises from 
procedural and operational re- 
quirements prescribed by Cana- 
dian law and 1s In part attributable 
to the heavy volume of visa 
applications. 

The visa application form la 
designed to cover a wide variety of 
applicants. Not all questions will be 
relevant to every case. 

In order to avoid potential 
problems for travellers, we make 
every effort to publicise our visa 
requirements to the travel trade 
(Including Mr. Yardenl’s firm) and 
to the travelling public. We con- 
tinue to recommend to 
businessmen and tourists that they 
begin visa procedures as soon as 
the prospect of travel to Canada 
arises, especially if the date of 
departure Is not likely to become 
firm until shortly before departure.

The often-ignored essential 
point is that the quest for autonomy 
should not supersede or com- 
promise America’s interest in the 
continued viability of Israel as a po- 
tent ally. 

. The notion of self-determination 
must not be allowed to breed the 
kind of Instability -that characteriz- 
ed the Sudeten! and of 1988. Presi- 
dent Carter complicated matters 
when In March, 1977, he first 
referred- to a so-called "Palestinian 
homeland.” Since then, Arabists at 
the State Department have been 
running with this slogan. 

However, if America values 
Israel as an effective ally and still 
wishes to solve the "Palestinian 
problem." we should realise that 
the place for Palestinian Arab 
sovereignty Is Jordan. Yet the State 
Department opposes such a- solu- 
tion, favouring an Independent 
Palestinian homeland on the West 
Bank. This would give the PLO, a 
Soviet client, control of the 
heartland of Western Falestiqp sur- 
rounding Israel’s capital. 

Pressure for a Palestinian state 
on the West Bank Is being exerted 
by the multi-national oil companies 
whose Interests are monetary. 
(Mobil Oil has been hammering 
home Its views In newspaper ads.) 
That much is understandable. - 

What Is less understandable la the 
belief by other Americans that 
Israel should be expected to 


cooperate willingly in its own 
demise. They have yet to learn that 
nations with a will for survival con- 
sider -territorial Integrity Intrinsic 
to security. 

While the U.S. achieved this on a 
continental basis, Israel, more 
modestly, seeks security In the West 
Bank highlands that stretch 
towards the suburbs of its major 
cities. 
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WHAT STARTED as modern Israel* 
in the sand dunes outside Jsitk — 
today's Tel Aviv — continues along 
the approaches to Jerusalem in the 
heartland of Western Palestine. 
Few Americans realize that 
Western Palestine Is less than 75 
kilometres wide from the Jordon to 
the sea. 

The PLO, however, has a (dear 
picture of the geographic realities 
and. sees there Is no room for two 
states In Western Palestine. Only 
for them, as the PLO Covenant 
plainly spells out, there is no place 
for an Independent Israel. This is 
the real significance of the con- 
tinuing “battle" for Jerusalem^ 

The difference for the U.S. Is that 
democratic Israel, a proven and 
stable ally, stands os a natural 
bulwark against Soviet desires for 
domination In this region. It is also 
our best Investment for guarantee- 
ing the territorial Integrity of both 
Jordan and Lebanon. Americans 
dare not trade this asset for the 
nightmarish dream of "Palestinian 
self-determination.”

In m aking this -point does not ab- 
solve the U JS. from the responsibili- 
ty for acting on Its validity in the 
U.S. national Interest.

The West sees the forthcoming European security con- 
ference as a forum for applying pressure on the Soviet Union 
to withdraw from Afghanistan, writes SIDNEY WEILAND* 


Afghanistan almost brought detente 
to a standstill, provoking a U.S.-led 
boycott against the Moscow Olym- 
pic Games, trade curbs, and the 
worst East-West crisis since the 
Kremlin tried to station nuclear 
missiles in Cuba in 1982. 

Since the December intervention. 
Western passions have cooled, a 
freeze on East- We at contacts has 
been eased, and the West has come 
reluctantly, but tacitly, to accept 
that detente la a concept that may 
be geographically dlvlalble. 

Moscow's East European allies 
pushed hard for the Madrid con- 
ference to go ahead as planned. 
They argued that the gains of 
detente in Europe were vital for 
world peace and needed to be 
preserved, 'even If tensions remain- 
ed uncontrollable elsewhere. 

By agreeing to go to Madrid, the 
West has accepted this argument 
while simultaneously maintaining 
strong diplomatic and political 
pressure on the Soviet Union to 
withdraw from Afghanistan. 

U.S.-Soviet contacts resumed 
cautiously in May when Secretary 
of State Edmund Muakle met Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
In Vienna. Soon afterwards, French 
President Valery Glscard D'Eata- 
ing met Soviet President Leonid 


Brezhnev In Warsaw. And in June, 
West Germany's chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt visited Moscow, the first 
Western leader to do so after the 
Afghanistan intervention. 

"Thank God, we have put a bad 
period behind us,” Schmidt told a 
newspaper Interviewer. “The two 
world powers are talking to each 
other again.” 

The chancellor has taken a lead 
within the Western alliance by in- 
sisting that detente must be kept 
alive. 


Once again, human -rights 
remains a highly contentious Issue 
which, together with Afghanistan, 
could turn Madrid , into a 
battleground. -■ - 

For the West, human rights -has 
been a central problem since plan? 
nfng for the first European con- 
ference started eight years ago. . 


DESPITE HESITATIONS, the West 
now sees Madrid as a highly public 
forum at which steady pressure can 
be mounted for Soviet withdrawal 
from Afghanistan. 

The conference will be the second 
to review progress alnee the 
Helsinki summit five years ago. 

The first review conference, In 
Belgrade, 'turned Into a marathon 
argument over East Europe's 
record an human rights. It ended In 
acrimonious deadlock In March 1978 
after 26 weeks of debate spread over 

a nine-month period . 

~~ Like Helsinki and Belgrade, the 
Madrid meeting will bring together 
32 European countries — ail except 
Stalinist Albania — as well as the 
U.S., Canada and the Vatican.

In 1965 he was operated on, with 
parts of his intestines substituted 
for the m i ssin g esophagus. He has 
grown up healthy, and will soon 
begin his military service. 

The story was published, inter 
alia, in Lamerhav of Feb. 0, 1960 
and Ha’arets of Feb. 4, 1966. Since 


then, the same Jerusalem physi- 
cian has operated successfully In 
seven similar cases. 

Why the operation on Elad In 
Israel did not succeed, I don’t know, 
but I am sure that every physician 
knows of those successful 
operations done here.

THE MADRID conference .will 
begin with a preparatory meeting 
attended by senior officials. It is due 
to last four to five weeks. 

The full conference will begin on 
November 11, one week after the 
U.S. presidential elections, and will 
probably break before Christmas 
for a four-week recess, giving the 
U.S. time to change ita delegation if 
President Jimmy Carter la 
defeated. 

Depending on prospects for 
sucoess, the full conference, timed 
to last about three months, may be 
attended by foreign or deputy 
foreign ministers. 

For the Soviet Union, Madrid is 
Important because It contlnues the 
detente policy pursued vigorously 
by Brezhnev since the late 1980s. 

Soviet officials hope Afghanistan 
can be quickly sidetracked, that the 
inevitable human rights debate can 
be defused and that the con- 
ference's main thrust can be switch- 
ed towards military detente and dis- 
armament. 

Western diplomats coordinating 
the West's strategy say these aims 
will be forcefully resisted by the 
U.S. .and Its principal allies in 
NATO, as well as the nine-nation 
European Economic community. 

“For us, the dominant issues are 
Afghanistan and human rights, " a 
NATO official sold. “We Intend to go
